'Scots,  Wha  Ha'e." — Burnt  wrote  this  thrilUiu  hods  to  an  old  air 
which  had  captured  his  fancy.     The  tradition  thatit  was  to  the  tune  of 

Hey.  tuttie  taitie"  that  Bruce  marched  to  Bannockbum  warmed  him,  he 
writes,  to  a  pitch  of  enthusiasm  on  the  theme  of  liberty  and  independence, 
which  1  threw  into  a  kind  of  Scottish  Ode,  fitted  to  the  air  that  one  might 
suppose  to  be  the  gallant  royal  Scot's  address  to  his  heroic  followers  on  that 
eventful  morning. 

"RmU,  Britannia!" — The  famous  patriotic  song,  "Rule,  Britannlal" 
was  composed  by  Dr.  Thomas  Ame,  who  was  bom  in  1710.  Ame  was 
educated  at  Eton,  and  was  a  Doctor  of  Music  of  Oxford.  He  was  a  most 
ptolific  composer,  and  many  of  his  songs  are  of  perennial  beauty.  Amongst 
these  are:   "^  Where  the  Bee  Suckt'^' Blow,  Blow.  Thou  Winter  Wind." 

Under  the  Greenwood  Tree."  and  "When  Daisies  Pied."  "Rule,  Brit* 
annial "  was  written  in  1740  for  a  Masque  entiUed  "Alfred."  which  was  first 
performed  at  Cliefden  Hjuse.  near  Maidenhead,  then  the  residence  of 
Frederick.  Prince  of  Wales.     The  words  are  probably  by  the  poet  Thomnon.
